SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—In his cell this rooming 


Owen Moran mourned the death of his opponent, and plainly 
showed his feeling: 


"Poor, poor boy," he said, almost weeping. "It was an ac- 


cident, but oh, such a terrible one." 


Then, wiping his eyes, the Englishman DECLARED THE 


FIGHT WAS A FRAME-UP, THE AGREEMENT BEING 
THAT MCCARTHY WAS TO BE ALLOWED TO STAY 
HROUGH FIFTEEN ROUNDS. 


It was in the sixteenth that Moran sent the terrible right 


cross to the jaw that sent his man to the mat unconscious. 


Moran was not informed of McCarthy's death until 9 


o'clock this morning. He spent the late hours of the night on 
his knees in his cell, praying for the recovery of his opponent. 


He was very bitter against the managers and promoters of 


the fight who have not been arrested. 


"It seems that we are the 'fall guys,'" he said. "WHY 


DON'T COFFROTH AND THE REST OF THE PEL 
LOWS, WHO MADE A PILE OF MONEY OUT OF THE 
FIGHT, COME AROUND AND GET US OUT. 


"I let McCarthy stay fifteen rounds. I could have put him 


out at any time. I have hit many a harder blow in previous 
fights, and did not get a knockdown. When I hit him he was 
going away and I do not see how the blow could possibly have 
caused death."

"To the Hon. P. H. McCarthy, 


Mayor of San Francisco—Dear Sir: 
Realizing as I do that your admin- 
istration and yourself have been 
embarrassed and chagrined at the 
fact that an indictment has been 
placed upon me by a grand Jury, I 
conceive it to be my duty as a 
citizen who desires to have no 
ucllum cast upon n. commission or 
ufllclal of this local government, to 
relle\e yon 
at 
this time of the 
stress placed upon you by tender- 
Ing my resignation as a member of 
the board of police commissioners 
of tills city, the same to take effect 
Immediately. 


"I take this step at my earliest 


opportunity, while not yet recov- 
ered from R serious Illness, and I 
submit 
this resignation 
without 
malice, with profound respect and 
u-Ith tlie interests of my city first 
at heart. 


"I have been made the victim 


of the most dastardly TOnsplracy 
[hat could have been conceived by

Perry and James Carroll, two of his seconds, William and John 
McCarthy, seconds and brothers of the dead fighter, and Ber- 
nard Painter, another of his seconds. 


Four of the leading participants in the fatal prize fight are 


thus far successfully evading the police. They are Tiv Kreling, 
Moran's principal second, "Spider" Kelly, McCarthy's princi- 
pal second, Jas. Griffin, manager-of the club which conducted 
the fight, and Charlie Harvey, Moran's manager. 


No warrants have yet been issued for these men, and it is 


not known whether or not they will be arrested for their part 
in the affair. 


Sporting circles are obviously disturbed over this latest 


prize ring fatality, fearing its effect on the Jeffries-Johnson 
fight. Johnson has cancelled his engagement to appear in a 
public exhibition tonight.

Discussion regarding the sources and extent of the water sup- 


ply, its purity, cost. etc.. is ahvajs productive of good results pro- 
vided it be conducted with reason and intelligence and with a sin- 
cere intent to enlighten and benefit the public. It Is a subject with 
many angles and sides which touch the general interest at many 
points, and hence should be viewed in a comprehensive light and 
treated in a spirit of candor and fairness. 


So far as water is concerned, the people of Oakland, and the 


people of Berkeley and Alameda as well, desire a number of things, 
^ 


but there are several things they do not want. They do not.want 
political agitation, conflict, prolonged and expensive litigation and 
,the consequent deterioration of facilities for supplying the public 
with water. 


What they do want is peace, an assured abundance of pure 


water for both present and future needs, and a certainty that the 
extension of the distributing system will keep pace with the growth 
and expansion of the city. The first and chief requisite is the cer- 
tainty that the supply is ample and healthful and that it shall be at 
all times ready for deliverance to every point of consumption as re- 
quired. This is vital to municipal growth, to public comfort and 
convenience, to the general health and the safety of combustible 
property. 


If this vital necessity is to be met there must be peace, not con- 


flict between the consumers and the corporation supplying water. 
Peace argues security and mutual confidence: it induces harmony 
and co-operation, and a desire on one side to be fair and equitable 
and-on the other to better the service and cheapen the cost of water 
to the consumers. It means a working together on a community of 
interests basis, by which the public gains the very best possible results 
from private ownership. The schedule of rates gravitates down- 
ward and the standard of service gradually improves. It is a pro- 
gression in both ways that is eminently desirable. The facili- 
ties cfor developing and purveying water are improved and extended 
as rapidly as public demands require, and there is full assurance that 
all demands will be met promptly and in good faith. 
j 


That is the condition today. It is a condition which should not i 


be disturbed. Agitation to provoke a disturbance, no matter what 
the object, will inevitably result in putting in serious question all 
plans for increasing the water supply and extending the distribut- 
ing system. The policy of equity and goodwill has vindicated itself 
signally. So signally, indeed, that no true friend of municipal pro- 
gress should think of abandoning it. Unprecedented strides have 
been made while this policy has prevailed, and every sound business 
consideration dictates that it should be continued. It is for the pub- 
lic advantage. 
Efficiency of the Salt Water Plant. 


The utility of the salt water plant was amply demonstrated at the 


fire at Third and Webster streets Thursday. 
In actual use the 


plant proved to be all that has been claimed .for it. Proved, more- 
over, that it is worth many times what it cost as a conserver of 
property.

'yented. The Saving in property probably exceeded the total cost of 
the^plant.

I do not want to reduce too much for Jeffries, 
and would like to go into the ring weighing about 200 pounds 
if I can. I have never trained more than three weeks in my 
life, and to put in more time than that at this time would be 
a bad move on my part. 


"The public rieej, not worry about my condition, for I have 


a great deal more at stake than they have, and I shall be ready 
to jump into the ring fit to defend the title. The people can 
judge for themselves from my showing in the ring tonight at 
Dreamland whether or not I shall be in good condition. 


"I want to say that I am very sorry at the ending of the 


McCarthy-Moran contest, but feel that it is one of the sad 
endings that must come to contestants in all rough sports once 
in a while. Men are killed in football, baseball and polo games 
every once in a while, and the percentage of boxers killed is 
less than any other game." 


Johnson says he will have his automobile here in a few 


days, and from then on will devote most of his time to riding 
about the country. Tonight at the Dreamland pavilion, John- 
son is to appear with his sparring partners in a boxing exhi- 
bition during which the fans will have a chance to See him in 
action.

Discussion regarding the sources and extent of the water sup- 


ply^its purity, cost, etc., is always productive of good results pro- 
dded1 it be conducted with reason and intelligence and with a sm- 
:ere intent to enlighten and benefit the public. It is a subject with 
many angles and sides which touch the general interest at many 
points, and hence should be viewed in a comprehensive light and 
treated in a spirit of candor and fairness. 


So far as water is concerned, the people of Oakland, and the 


people of Berkeley and Alameda as well, desire a number of things, 
but there are several things they do not want. They do not .want 
political agitation, conflict, prolonged and expensive litigation and 
the consequent deterioration of facilities for supplying the public 
•with water. 


What they do want is peace, an assured abundance of pure 


•water for both present and future needs, and a certainty that the 
extension of the distributing system will keeg pace with the growth 
and expansion of the city. The first and chief requisite is the cer- 
tainty that the supply is ample and healthful and that it shall be at 
»11 times ready for deliverance to every point of consumption as re- 
juired. This'is vital to municipal growth, to public comfort and 
convenience, to the general health and the safety of combustible 
properiy. 


If this vital necessity is to be met there must be peace, not con- 


flict between the consumers and the corporation supplying water. 
Peace argues security and mutual confidence; it induces harmony 
and co-operation, and a desire on one side to be fair and equitable 
,and on the other to better the service and cheapen the cost of water 


i to the consumers. It means a working together on a community of 
interests basis, by which the public gains the very best possible results 
from private ownership. The schedule of rates gravitates down- 
ward and the standard of service gradually improves. It is a pro- 
gression in both ways that is eminently desirable. The facili- 
ties for developing and purveying water are improved and extended 
as rapidly as public demands require, and there is full assurance that 
all demands will be met promptly and in good faith. 


That is the condition today. It is a condition which should not 


be disturbed. 
Agitation to provoke a disturbance, no matter what 


the object, will inevitably result in ptittine; in serious question all 
plans for increasing the water supply and extending the distribut- 
ing system. The policy of equity and goodwill has vindicated itself 
signally. So signally, indeed, that no true friend of municipal pro- 
gress should think of abandoning it. Unprecedented strides have 
been made while this policy has prevailed, and every sound business 
consideration dictates that it should be continued. It is for the pub- 
lic advantage. 
— 


Efficiency of the Salt Water Plant. 


The utility of the salt water plant was amply demonstrated at the 


fire at Third and Webster streets Thursday. 
In actual use the 


plant proved to be all that has been claimed for it. Proved, more- 
over, that it is worth many times what it cost as a conserver of 
property. 


Because of its existence a disastrous conflagration was pre- 


vented. The saving in property probably exceeded the total cost of 
the plant. But for it the insurance companies would have a heavy 
bill of damages to pay. They can count a large direct money sav- 
ing for themselves as a result of the expenditure of public money 
which the installation of the salt water plant entailed. 


No more convincing argument could be presented in behalf of 


the demand for a reduction of insurance rates. The plant protects 
the risks assumed by the underwriters, and the additional protec- 
tion provided at public cost should be met by a corresponding re- 
duction in rates of insurance. Such a reduction is only fair and just, 
and was what the people of Oakland were promised when the Coun- 
cil authorized the salt water plant. 


As a matter of fact the underwriters urged the construction of 


the~plant on the ground that a reduction in the cost of insurance 
would follow.

Progress In Christian L,ife 


"Love to man the expression of love to God."—St. John IV. 
Truly there are many ways in which we may Judge the progress 


we are making In the Christian life; but St. John strikes the true stand- 
ard of measurement, and urges us to take as that standard the two com- 
mandments of Christ. 
In these, with the master thought In mind he sees but one. To him 


the true test of our love to 3od Is—the love we show 
toward our fellow men. 
St. John has Just declared that the love which 
pervades believers Is owing to God's love to them. And 
now In the final step of this paragraph he advances 
further; In which he sets forth more powerfully than 
ever the troth which he.has thrice before Indicated, 
that love to God and love to man are Inseparably linked 
together; that If a roan declares that he loves God. 
while yet he Is unconcerned about his brother, "He Is 
a liar." 
Our text may appear to present to us a difficulty, 
which when rightly understood will disappear. As If It 
were easier and simpler—and as If the meaning were 
"If he can't do the easier, he can't do the harder"—if 
he does not love him who Is nearest, he can't love 
Him who Is further removed—God. 
It might bo, 
should our brother man possess a loveable spirit; but 
with all his visible vices it is harder than to love God 
with all His glorious perfection, unseen though He be. 


lOYAI/TY, THE WORD. 


The question is not love Indicated by the word 


nios, but rattier that of agapa-—loyalty. And that love 
to Qod Is nothing- If it be not loyalty. Such love was taught by Christ 
and His apostles, and recorded for us to put Into practice. And If it be 
neglected God is not loved at aU. however profuse the verbal declaration 
of love may be. 
Such a love Is operative and must rise from the seen to the unseen. 
The text declares in a more emphatic manner that love to God can't 
exist apart from the love to our fellowmen. 
Showing that there is a 


connection between loving the seen and the unseen. 
A commandment, then, Is reasonable and will be until our love shall 


perform every function In the body of Christ. SL John, In the line of the 
Master's thought, brings the two more clearly together, calling them 
one. 
The broader principle here Is this, that love of our brother man, 
whom we have seen. Is a help to the love of our Father (God),1 whom 
we do not see. 
How Is it possible for us to possess such love—we who are beset 


by sin—and human frailty? 
God, who knows our weaknesses, has in- 


stituted various Institutions whereby we may be trained and equipped 
with such love. Society gives us a high ideal, perhaps, of God's method 
of training. But the home or family gives us still higher conceptions of 
God's training. This we may regard as the revelation of His Father- 
hood. The first significant fact is r.hat the opening period of each human 
life is marked by helplessness. To the child the parent Is very needful 
in the place of God—until the* young mind begins to grasp the Idea of God.

Been Pitted Against Veteran of 


Ring, Declares Critic

^"ERMATCHED and Incorrectly trained for a severe test of last- 


Ing power. Tommy McCarthy, one of the favorites of the San 
Francisco boxing fraternity, entered the ring- to give battle to 
Owen Moran in a twenty-round boxing contest last night at 
the Dreamland Pavilion and the result of the contest is indeed 
a sad one 
Although badly overmatched and with little ap- 
parent chance to \\in, ilc<iarthy \\a& trying at all times to turn 
the' tide of battle with a left hook to the body. At no time was 
ho in a bad way, however, and at the end of the contest he was 
in a comparative!} fresh cond.tion. That Is, he was log weary and his arms 
hung heavily at his side, but he "had not received an> severe punishment to 
speak of and at the end of the contest there was little to be feared In the 
matter of a beating. 


The ending came at the beginning of the sixteenth round and was brought 
about In the following manner. Both men \\alked to the center of the ring 
«nd raising their guard advanced within striking distance. 
Moran had been 
working witn his left hand throughout mo.st of the contest, with an occasional 
Jab for the head with tho right. 
Owing- to the Inexperience- of McCarthy he 


was at sea every time Moran feinted at him and with ea.-h feint he threw 
open his guard in such a manner that the shifty little Britisher had a clear 
way for the landing of a. punch. 


HOW THE PUNCH LANDED. 


In the sixteenth round Tommy harl 
tired noticeabH and was none too lively 
on his feet. 
Moran feinted as the men 
came together and Tomm> opened up his 
guard by throwing both hands •wide from 
his side In such a manner as to be read> 
to counter with either right or left If 
Moran should advance. 
At the same 
time Tommy stepped back, and in so 
doing he brought both feet together in 
such a manner that It was an easy mat- 
ter to put him off hie balance, and at 
the same time -made it almost impossible 
for him to land a counter or get away 
irom a rush. 
Moran, noting the position of the tired 
boxer, took one step forwaid, and. with 
a feint with his left hand to draw the 
attention of McCarthy, he let fl> with a 
straight 
right-hand blow that landed 


fairly on tlie chin, and McCarthy, with 
his Imperfect balance, 
fell over back- 
ward In such a manner that his head 
etruck the floor with a resounding bump,

The ending came about In such a man- 
aer that no one could 1>« blamed, for 
McCarthv had reoeKed little punishment 
that wouid warrant the stopping of the 
contest, and the i oferce could have done 
nothing to prevent th^ fall had fie been 
within a font of the man Knocked down. 
The one person tn i>p consul ed for the 
unfortunate ending o- the contest lost 
night is the man uho niafi lied the red- 
hair»fl rrv; i -<- tUtli -vjch a worth} op- 
ponent as th*1 experienced Moran.

man is the father of the lad who gamely
